T is appropriate that the biografy of Sylvester 

Clark Gould should form the principal subject 
mutter of this Auniversary Number of Mercury, 
for it is to the work and labor of this true 
Nosicrucian that we of the Socletas Losleruchina 
in America ar indetted, for the organization 
which has been developt from hin endeavors. 

His complete blografy as it uppeared tn the 
Manchester, N. II., papers at the time of his deth, is given 
on page tour. Preceding that blogratleal sketch we wil give

‘DE William Robert Woodman who accepted the office April 15, and continued in the same until 
iu transition, December 20, 101. In bis sealed letter adrest to the Soctety, he appointed as 
Supreme Magus, Dr. William Wynn Westcott, who was officially proctilmed at the next or 
\e guarterly session, February 102. lle ix the present Supreme Magus, and Metropolitan College,

Fram the moment that the Toston College became dormant and innetie Frater Gould's chief 
ambition was to hold the work fast, and to prosper it along actly und permanent Hoes, In 
fact he looked way beyond the lens which dominated the fraters of hin day, and carnestly desired 
to sce the Fraternity on a basia which should be vastly more than that of a mere society for 
Masonle or any other research, no opening tts doors in trne accord with the principles of 
Rosteructaniom to all truth seekers regardless of Masonic affiiiation, or even sex, altho Prater 
Gould hexitated a bit on this Inst radical step. 


Tn addition to Frater Gould's statement that since the decense of the second Adept of Boston 
College no meetings had been held from August 20, 1896, he wrote to Frater Khet November 
Noth, 1008, an follows: “the Engit#h Branch of the R. C, in the UV. 8. In at present quite Inactive, 
and bidde falr to remaln #0, as ovr Boston fraters manifest no desire to continue, and 1 am now 
trying to get to the bottom of a Balthmore R. C. to unlock the situation, Rut more of this anon”

In necordance with these Ideas much work was accomplisht during the winter toward the 
formation of a reconstructed body in the United States, a body which shud be based upon the 
broadest principles of true Rosicrnclanism, eschewing fads and fancles, and gs | its doors 
to nll trne seckers, This was the beginning of the present Socletas Nosicruciana in America, 
with the rituals, traditions, landmarks, Kustom, and practices as carefully gathered by Frater 
Gould, for purposes be It now appears which were to far transcend even his Meral concepts, 
In the following summer, bis, to us untimely transition which oreurred at 6 p.m, July 1th, 
1000, closed his enrthly labors, and the actual exeentiv and organising work and propaganda

marks the passing from mortality to immor- 
‘tality, The words were spoken ton close 
{friend who called at the Gould home, 513 
Union street, to continue a friendship which 
had remained unbroken throughout a period 
of many years. Mr. Gould died about 6 
o'clock, and ia the passing out of his life 
there entered Into rest a mon of persistent 
and tireless Industry, one who had been active 
in many lines of endenvor, whose work had 
been performed along many lines, and who 
had climbed to heights of honor und recogni- 
tlon in historical associations, in fields of 
scientific research and in the great fraternities 
of Masotiry and Odd Fellowship. 
Mr. Gould's health began to fall during the 
st winter, and two months ago he entered 
he Sacred Heart hospital and underwent un 
operation, which disclosed that he was suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis of the bowels, The 
uperation afforded but temporary relief, and 
it was known that he could not recover. On 
the day preceding the Fourth of July he was 
temared to his home, and there he remained, 
at times with his intellect clear, until the 
change came Inst night. The surviving rela- 
ives are hin wife, one daughter, Mins Annie

Mr. Gould had been tdentified with the press ‘ 
of his city and state for nearly unt a century, 
vlther as reporter, editor, printer or corre- 
spoudent. He had written for several New 
York and Peansylvanta Rr Mat he. 
inatical Magazine of Erle, Ia, the Bdueational 
Notes and Querics of Salem, , and the Lib. 
eral Freemasons of Hoston, Moss. He bad 
contributed to the press of Manchester on 
various subjects, together with some poetical 
effusions, under the pseudonym of “Godfrey”. 

He published several addresses, delievered 

hefore fraternal societies, nl o bibliography 
of Manchester literature, containing upwards 
of 2000 publications, We had one of the 
largest collections of state Mterature in the 
state, containing many rare and choles worka, 
Ilis collectiow of coples of the Aeneid repre- 
sented much reswareh, and it I eetimated that 
it was the best single collection in New Eng- 
ind, If not in the country. Mr. Gould had 
also gathered many copies, old publications, 
of the Bible. In fact, he was co ideal book 
collector, u passion which he followed as long 
ox he was able to get about. 

Mr. Gould once compiled a list of New 
Hampshire clection sermons from 1781 to 1861, 
whieh 10 Was Incroporated in the collection 
Iasved the Manchester Historic association, 
of which Mr, Gould for many yeors was a 
member of the -publication committee, Mr, 
Gould also submitted an Interesting story of 
the origin of the song “In the Sweet Uy und 
Ny,“ which was nl tncorporated in the 
annals of the Historie association, 

In 1808 Mr. Gould compiled u bibliography 
on ye or John Stark, belog the notes and 
brief descriptions of seventy-five Utles of pub. 
Mentions baying to do with the lte of General 
Stark. This bibliography was ale published 
under the auspices of the Manchester Historic 
association, 

In January, 1883, Mr. Gould was choren 
corresponding secretary of the New * 
shire Press association, an office which he held 
for very many years, 

Mr. Gould was a 32d degree Mason and a 
member of the orton consistory and a mem- 
ber of the Brotherhood of Tesieructnna of 
oston. He was a member of Lafayette lodge 
No. 41, Mount Horeb Chapter No. 11, Adoniram 
council No. 3 and of Trinity Commandery, 
Knights gs of this city. lle was an 
Odd Fellow und was a member of Hills- 
borough lodge of the order, lu which he was 
a past grand patriarch anden past grand rep- 
resentative. For many — he wan secretary 
of the Veteran Odd Fellows’ association, and 
wns at one time the president of that bods. 
He was secretary for many years of the Odd 
Fellows’ Relief association and held member- 
ship in Arbutus lodge of Rebekah. 

Nesides being a member of the New Hamp- 
shire Press association he belonged to t 
Manchester Historic association and the First 
Unitarian society. 

Mr. Gould was a man of unneunl tntellec- 
tuality and wide information, He was a man 
who in his Personal relations with his fellowa 
might at times be termed odd or pecultar, 
but to those who knew him best he was a 
source of entertainment, Inapiration and agrec- 
able companionship, He posseaeed many 
snperior attninments, and it Is deubtful ff 
there was another man in the state who was 
as well informed in the fleld of Iterature, 


notably the classics, He put all of h 
energy Into hia favorite pabitcstion SS oof 
ond Queries, and lived a reserved lite during 


the later yearn of bin lte to this ond. In n 
corner room of the Mirror building he had 
his workshop, and there many of the old- 
timers of the Lad were wont to go and enjoy 
his companionship. He was ever a friend of 
the newspaner man. „% he wae nf thate anthte — 


Into local history, or to settle nome doubtful 
point which may hare arisen, 8. C. Gould was 
he first person sought to furnish the informa- 
tlon desired. He was a rare man, and Man- 
chester never had one like him. With his 
death it Is probable that bis publication dies 
also, as there seems to be no one to fill his 
unique place In the publication of such a 
magazine. 

Mr. Gould was a member of the publication 
committee who produced the history of Weare, 
one of the finest town histories in New Hamp- 
shire, and he had much to do with its com- 
pliation,
